Washington, July 8.—General Shafter 


and Admiral Sampson have agreed on 
a plan of campaign. At noon tomor- 
row Sampson will begin the bombard- 
ment of Santiago from the outer har- 
bor. 


General Shafter reported 
all 
quiet 


yesterday in camp before the city and 
it is the belief of officials here that the 
same state of affairs obtains today. 
The army is losing nothing by its rest, 
and according to account is gathering 
strength. More reinforcements are due 
at Santiago today or tomorrow, and 
when they arrive it is expected tnat 
the army will at once prepare to unite 
in the attack. 


It is hoped this will be tomorrow, 


though it is gathered from Gen. Shaf- 
ter's report that the advance will not 
be ordered before reinforcements 
ar- 


rive, unless in order to jepel a counter 
attack from the Spanish. 
Gen. Shaf- 


ter and Admiral Sampson had a con- 
ference day before yesterday, as a re- 
sult of which tomorrow's attack will 
begin. 


If the army is ready this will partake 


of the nature of a general attack. If 
not then the navy's action will be 
simply in line ot execution of the policy 
of reducing Santiago by 
stages, ac- 


cording 
to regular 
siege 
methods. 


"While co-operating as far as possible 
with the army the navy is not to be 
sacrificed in this 
attack 
upon 
the 


Spanish forts. 


Armistice Extended. 


Shafter's headquarters, 
near San- 


tiago, Thursday July 7.—The armistice 
has been extended until noon in order 
to allow Linares to communicate with 
Blanco and Madrid.

Boston, July 8—The Plant liner Hal- 


ifax arrived this morning bringing 1G2 
survivors of the La Bourgogne, sunk 
in collision with the Cromartyshire 
off Sable Island Monday. The passen- 
ger list carefully revised shows there 
were 714 souls aboard, of which 550 
were lost and 164 saved. Of the saved 
12 were second class, 47 steerage, the 
lest membeis of the crew. Each sur- 
vivor has been provided with a ticket 
for New York. 


An Associated Press correspondent 


accompanied the survivors from Hali- 
fax and interviewed many who told of 
the thrilling experience and of horri- 
fying details of brutality and murder 
unequalled in marine history. 
The 


survivor;; agree that the Bourgogne 
struck the Cromartyshire a glancing 
blow and the shock \\as not great. 
Many passengers never awoke. The 
bow entered the side of the steamer 
at. the bridge and tore a hole 15 feet 
long. Water rushed in at every por- 
tion of the ship. 


Fred Niffeler, S^ iss, says he was in 


a boat filled with men and women, 
only one end being untied. When the 
ship sunk the boat tipped over, and he 
was the only one saved. He says the 
captain walked up and down the bridge 
screaming «.nd swearing, having lost 
his head. Niffeler scrambled on a raft 
and saw five women clinging to a rope 
thrust to death with boathooks by 
Frenchmen on a raft. He can recog- 
nize the men if he sees them. 


Two 
swordfish followed 
the raft. 


The survivors say the fourth engineer 
acted most brutally. He cfried "Damn 
the passengers, let them save them- 
selves, we ourselves."

PEACE 
BXPECTED.

To Come at Any iUomeut, But None 


Received Up 10 JSoon.

Washington, July 8— It can be au- 


thoritatively stajbd that no overture 
toward peace hifc reached the goy- 
ernmekt up to tfte time of the cabi- 
net meeting- today. At the same time 
the cabinet members look upon the 
situation as having more factors con- 
ducive to peace than at any time here- 
tofore. There would' be no surprise if 
peace overtures came to the govern- 
ment at any moment, either directly 
from Spain or through some interme- 
diary. 


Lieutenant GiJlwell, our naval attache 


at London, who has kept in close touch 
with affairs in Madrid and Paris, tele- 
graphed to the navy department yester- 
day that he believed Spain would prob- 
ably sue for peace within a week, and 
also that Martin Campos would prob- 
ably succeed Sagasta as prime minister. 
Secretary Day said that the state de- 
partment had received no confirmatory 
edvices, but Lieutenant Colwell's pre- 
diction was undoubtedly taken as at 
least an indication cf the way things are 
going at Madrid. 
. The president may be disappointed, as 
he has-been before in regard to Spain's 
intentions, but he Is sanguine that cir- 
cumstances are likely to force the peace- 
ful surrender of Santiago, followed by 
an application for peace from Spain, 
without further fighting. If peace comes, 
the negotiations must be carried on di- 
rectly by Spain, and she must, of course, 
accept our terms, which will involve the 
surrender of Cuba, Porto Rico, the Phil- 
ippines and the Ladrones. The admin- 
istration sees that it cannot allow Spain 
to remain in the West Indies, and that 
it cannot return to Spain the islands 
taken in the Pacific. It 
cannot de- 


termine now what will be done with 
Cuba and the Philippines, beyond the 
fact that they must be given up by 
Spain. 


A Joint attack 'upon Santiago Satur- 


day is considered as among the proba- 
bilities. The navy department insists 
that the proper program is for the army 
to capture Morro castle and the shore 
batteries by storm, but Secretary Alger 
Is unwilling to expose his men to the 
danger which this program involves. 
The secretary does not believe that the 
forcing of the harbor will be attended 
by such risk as the navy department 
fears, and he has under contemplation 
a scheme by which the army will clear 
a pathway for the shjps of war. This 
Scheme IB unique, but will be adopted 
If General Shafter, who has been con- 
sulted by wire, agrees that it is feasible. 


The idea is to take one of the trans- 


ports no^v at Santiago and by protecting 
Its vulnerable sides with bales of com- 
pressed hay, and also inclosing the pilot 
house with the same material, call for 
volunteers and make a dash through 
the harbor. It is believed that by equip- 
ping the transport with grappling irons, 
tiTe mines in the harbor, which ai-r sakl 
to be so dangerous, can be dragged and 
removed as the ship goor through the 
channel. It is realized that the execu- 
tion of this plan is attended with some 
risk, but the secretary has no doubt that 
the mines will be proven to be far less 
perilous than is believed to be the case. 


Secretary Long has ordered Admiral 


Sampson to detach from his own com- 
mand immediately the vessels to be em- 
braced in Commodore Watson's eastern 
squadron and to direct the commodore 
to proceed on his mission. The vessels 
»f the squadron will not be the same as 
those originally selected, for the reason 
probably that the recent engagement 
With Cervera'a squadron 
necessitated 


some changes. The new squadron will 
consist of the 
battleships Iowa and 


Oregon, the protected cruiser Newark 
and the auxiliary cruisers (carrying side 
armor) Dixie, Yankee and Yosemite, 
the colliers Averend, Cassius, Caesar, 
ILeonidas and Justin, and the supply 
boat Delmonico. The Iowa, Oregon, 
Newark and Yosemite are all in the 
.eouth with Sampson; 
the Dixie and 


Yankee are at New York, and the col- 
llern are at Hampton roads with the 
Delmonico. The ships are to set sail 
as soon as they can coal and supply. 


The order provides that each ship 


ehall make her way across the Atlantic 
to a marine rendezvous, which will be 
designated in sealed orders, and which 
•will be at some point off the Spanish 
coast. It probably will not be long af- 
ter that before the American squadron 
will be in full pursuit of Camara with 
his remnant 
of the Spanish navy. 


Meanwhile the gathering- r-f th«> Ameri- 
can 'flr>»t off th« Spanish ports In cv- 


lu iiiivc * soLicujig uuect upon the 


Inflamed people. ¥he number of col- 
liers accompanying the expedition is 
evidence that a long cruise lies ahead. 


General Miles, accompanied by the en- 


tire staff of army headquarters, left last 
night for Charleston, where the party 
.will embark for Santiago. On the eve 
of his departure the general expressed 
satisfaction in starting to join 
the 


troops. He spoke of the sacrifices and 
hardships they had passed through re- 
cently, and of those yet to come.- The 
climate has operated severely against 
the general officers, and General Miles 
feels that he too is not entirely in- 
Vulnerable in a country of heat, swamps 
and disease; but he has a strong phy- 
£ique, his muscles are as hard as iron, 
and he goes expecting to stand a good 
deal of knockabout service. General 
Miles himself has no other purpose in 
going to Santiago than to look over the 
pnilitary situation and to strengthen 
the hand of Shatter. There is no inten- 
tion on his part to take in any manner 
from the glory that Shafter has won or 
may win in this campaign. He will not 
relieve Shafter of his command unless 
the latter's physical condition demands 
such action. 


Pan do Left I.lnares. 


Playa Del Este, July 8.—General Toral, 


the Spanish commander in Santiago, has 
been officially informed 
by 
General 


Shafter of the complete destruction of 
the Spanish fleet and that the American 
•warships are now free to co-operate 
with the army in the reduction of San- 
tiago. He has been given such time as 
lie may deem proper to consider the ad- 
visability of capitulation with his gar- 
rison. Although General Toral is ap- 
parently anxious to resist to the bitter 
end, 
the utter hopelessness of holding 


out against a siege by land and sea must 
be forcing itself upon him. His losses 
have been heavy. The reinforcements 
'upon which he was counting have not 
arrived. General Pando has left him 
In the lurch and, U is understood, is 
making his way across the country to 
Havana. The food supply in Santiago 
is low and it is understood that the am- 
munition is running short. Our position 
is being hourly strengthened. 


The desperate character of General 


Toral's determination to continue the 
Btruggle ts apparent when it is known 
that the Spanish soldiers have less than 
a day's ammunition remaining. Had 
an assault all along the line been pushed 
on the second day of the fighting last 
•week, as was contemplated the night 
before, it is probably that 
Santiago 


would now be ours. A lack of ammu- 
nition places a time limit at least upon 
the enemy's ability to hold out. This 
lack applies to artillery and siege guns, 
ps well as to small arms. It is learned 
that the siege guns in the Lunette are 
seven-inch instead of five-inch guns, 
and that one of the batteries mounts 
two bronze guns of heavy caliber, one 
of which it is said now enfilades our 
first line of trenches, occupied by the 
Sixth and Sixteenth infantry. 


An examination of the forts, sand- 


works and trenches about El Caney 
jamazes our officers. They cannot con- 
|Cei\-e how it was ever possible to carry 
the town by infantry assault. The last 
stand was made in an old church which 
had been converted into a blockhouse 
with loopholes in the walls. A dozen 
eoldiers we-rc perched in the old belfry. 
This church is now used as a. hospital 
land prison for Spanish captives and 
•wounded. The walls are spattered with 
the blood of the defenders of the t'own. 
One of the pillars Is shattered, where a 
shell from Captain Capron's battery 
exploded. The wounded prisoners are 
being cared for by our surgeons.

A RESCUE AT SEA. 


An Old Fishing Schooner Flits Oat In a 


Storm to Save a Steamer's Crow. 


Herbert D. Ward contributes to tha 


July Century an article on "Heroes of tho 
Deep," one of the scries The Century is 
printing davoted to the "Heroes of Peaco." 
Mr. Ward says: 


On tho Bight of Deo. 81, 1S96, the Brit- 


ish steamer Warwick, from Glasgow to St. 
John, N. B., drove at full speed against 
Yellor Muir lodge, Grand Manan. 
After 


futile attempts to savo themselves in the 
howling galo the crow, numbering 62 
souls, launched tho two remaining boats 
the nort morning at daylight, crowded 
into them and left tho wreck. Ever 
drenched, ever bailing for dc,ir Hie, in mo- 
mentary peril of capsizing, becoming more 
numbed and-tliscourdged, drifting farther 
from land, falling off into deeper troughs 
of tk.2 heaving seas, tho poor men finally 
gavo up hopof for survival was only a 
question 01 minutes, or, at luost, of hours. 
At that crisis, when the tempest was at 
its height, out of tho scud, tho soas and 
tho foam, out of tho hurricane, there ap- 
peared a savior. 
The 53 frozen men 


thought the materialization a miracle. 


A few days before, when the gale was 


rising, the Georgo S. Boutwell, a fishing 
schooner from tho poi-t of Gloucester, an- 
chored in a little sheltered spot called Seal 
cove. The Boutwell was launched in 1S69 
tad had been racked and tossed since tha 
day of her birth. 
She was old and feeble, 


and her skipper. Zacharie Surctte, was 
easing her up the coast. She had been 
creeping from shelter to shelter escaping 
the winter storms. When this flurry arose, 
Captain 3urette congratulated himself on 
his own safety, for bho vessel was light, 
and to risk her in such a storm was sheer 
suicide, and ho knew it. During a lull in 
the blow the keeper of the North Head 
light noticed the steamer grinding on the 
rocks. The Boutwoll was tho only vessel 
within 20 miles or more. The keeper ran 
down to the cove,, jumped into a frail 
dingey and rowed put, with great danger 
to himself, and told the captain what he 
had snen. There was not an instant's hes- 
itation among skipper and crow. 


"Don't ivnit to haul her up, boysl Buoy 


thnt anchor! Sharp, now! Lash the jumbo 
down! Three reefs in her mainsail and 
let her go!" 


Not a man on deck but knew it might 


be his last voyage. It was bad enough 
loaded, but light! A single cross sea 
would open her ancient seams. An un- 
propitious comber might sweep her clean. 
A chance squall would heave the light 
thing down., but Captain Burette stood 
by his wheel, and, regardless of the old 
vessel's groans and protestations, whipped 
her on. He was as careless of the punish- 
ihg elements as tho soldier who furiously, 
amid shrapnel, spurs his jaded horse into 
the enemy's trenches. 


Steadily blown to leeward, at sea the 


two boatloads made preparation to perish. 
Suddenly the Boutwell, like a huge gull, 
bore down upon thorn. Fearing she would 
go by, not knowing that she came to save, 
the men in the boats stood up, extending 
their hands and shouting madly. It took 
no little seamanship to shoot tip near the 
first boat, which, but for its air tanks, 
would have long since swamped. 
Ropes 


with slip nooses were thrown, and the 
men one after another were drawn to the 
Boutwell's deck and immediately stowed 
below. 
Then camo another three miles' 


battle for the second boat and another res- 
cue that is simple enough to mention, but 
hard to accomplish and describe. Now 
tho Boutwell, never before so laden, with 
her 52 saved on board, made a desperate 
flght to get tinder the lee shore and for 
safety 13. miles away.

ONLY TWO TYPES. 


An Authority on tho Requirement* of 


Suoowwful Torpedo Service. 


With the miscellaneous collection of tor- 


pedo vessels which today aru to be found 
in different navies, comprising torpedo 
gunboats, torpedo cruisors uud torpodo 
boat destroyorH of various armaments uud 
speeds and probably doubtful utility for 
tho particular purpose held in view when 
thoir typos wore originally proposed, it is 
Interesting to uot-e tho conclusions arrived 
at by Lieutenant K. C. Smith of the Unit- 
ed States navy in tho course of a very 
comprehensive discussion of torpedo boat 
policy submitted somo time ago to tho 
United States naval institute in tho shape 
of a prize ossay. Briefly, Lieutenant Smith 
maintains that torpedoes are not permis- 
sible afloat except in large ships, sub- 
merged or behind armor, and in special 
torpedo craft of less than MO tons dis- 
placement. There uro only two types of 
torpedo boats that seem to moot tho re- 
quirements of torpedo service with a 
squadron at soa, and from fixed bases for 
tho defouso of seaports nnd harbors. 
Tha 


fir*! i-> a liigh sea torjwflo boat irf 850 to 
300 tons, generally similar to tho present 
British destroyers, to mount three long 18 
inch torpedo tubes on the central fore and 
aft Hue, with a spare torpedo for each tube 
and a homogeneous buttery of eight 3 
pounders, preferably of tho automatic 
type, this boat to koop tho sea with the 
fleet at all times and to be used cither as 
torpedo boat or destroyer. The speed and 
coal endurance are to be as high as tho 
displacement and armament of the boat 
will permit. 


The second typo is a first class torpedo 


boat of 150 feet and 130 tons, carrying two 
or three torpodo tubes, all for tho long 18 
inch torpedo and mounted on the central 
fore and aft line. In case two tubes are 
carried there will bo a spare torpedo 
for each tube; if throe tubes, thtu on 
torpedo only 1'ur each tube. 
Tho klln >"'• 


manient is to be four 3 pounders. A speed 
of 24 knots will bo amplo for this boat 
and will permit of a coal endurance of at 
least 18 hours at full speed. Both types 
should have twin screws, and tho engines 
should lie in separate compartments longi- 
tudinally to minimize tho risk of complete 
disablement and to permit coal protection 
throughout the machinery space. The 
proportion of the two typos of torpedo 
boats could very well bo one of tho larger 
to two of the smaller, and that number 
would be a suitable proportion to each 
battleship and armored cruiser. In fact, 
it would be wise policy to provide for a 
destroyer and two torpedo boats whenever 
a large ship is laid down.—Cassier's ilag- 
azino For July. 


JOURNALISM AS A CAREER. 


In France Mont of the Prominent Men 
Entered Public Life Through That Door. 


When tho ill fated Princo Alexander—n 


gallant soul, if there was one in Europe— 
went to ask Prince Bismarok whether ho 
should accopt or not the offered throne of 
Bulgaria, tho prince for a time put aside 
tho question and flnally said, ''Well, to 
have been a ruler of Bulgaria will always 
bo an interesting souvenir." By tho side 
of that I will put the equally well known 
remark of Thiers that journalism is a very 
good profession if you get out of it soon 
enough. What Thiers said may seem par- 
ticularly applicable to America, whore we 
change occupations, as we change the 
fashion of our clothes, from year to year. 
But it had much more meaning in France, 
where it was uttered, because in France 
nearly every man eminent in civil lifo 
since the revolution has begun by writing 
for tho press. Thiers himself was a jour- 
nalist; so was Guizot, so was Gambetta 
and so were a score of other ministers ami 
statesmen. Thero it was and to some ex- 
tent still is the recognized door to.public 
life in the service "of the stato. 


Here it is much less so, and I may set it 


down as one of the many paradoses of the 
profession—which is in itself tho least set- 
tled and conventional of all—that when it 
has once entangled a man it so seldom re- 
linquishes its grip. His servico is apt to 
be for life. If we ask why, we corno near 
to the answer, or to one of the answers, 
which tho journalist must give when he is 
asked to advise anybody whether to enter 
upon it or not. It must bo admitted that 
in the majority of cases it does unfit a man 
for other duties. 
Once a journalist al- 


ways a journalist. That is the rule, which 
the exceptions, as usual, do not prove.— 
George \V. Smalley in Harper's Magazine

The Testimony of Jacob A. Riis, Who Has 


Studied the New York Ghetto. 


Have tho Eussian Jews justified the 


welcome eslended to them from Chicker- 
ing bally Have they proved a desirable ac- 
cession to the American nation? asks 
Abraham Cahan in the July Atlantic. 


"Let another roan praise theo, and not 


thine own mouth; a stranger, and not 
thine own lips," is a proverb current 
among the people who form tho "subject of 
this paper, and, being one of them, I feel 
that it would be better before citing fig- 
ures end facts to let gontilo Americans 
who have made a study of* tho New York 
ghetto answer the Question. Here is what 
Mr. Jacob A. Riis, an accepted authority 
on "how the other half lives," says of 
Jewish immigrants: 


"They (the Jews) do not rt>t in their 


slum, but, rising, pull it up after them. 
As tg their poverty, they brought «s 
boundless energy and industry to over- 
come it. They brought temperate habits 
and a redeeming love of home, Thoir 
strange customs proved the strongest ally 
of the gent.ilo health officer in his warfare 
upon the slum. The death rate of poverty 
stricken Jewtown, despite its crowding, 
is lower always than that of tho homes of 
tho rich. I am a Christian and hold that 
in his belief the .Tew is sadly in error. So 
that ho may respect mine I insist on fair 
play for him all round. I am sure that 
our city has today no better and no moro 
loyal citizen than tho Jew—be ho rich or 
poor—and none has less to be ashamed 
of." '

During all the Kepublican campaigns 


for honest money in the United States 
from 18TI6 to!896, there was insistence 
upon the propositijn that the greatest 
sufferers irom a depreciated currency 
are the poorer classes, and the slogan 
was raised that American labor is en- 
titled to be paid in the best dollar that 
can be made. The argmnent that the 
curse of bad money falls most heavily 
upon the poor is not new. Daniel Web- 
ster long ago denounced depreciated 
currency as a device to fertilize the 
rich man's land with the swpa.i .if the 
poor man's brow. 


But old truths, especially those re- 


lating to the abstruse subjects of polit- 
ical economy, must be continually de- 
monstrated by example, or they are 
liable to be forgotten, lor the lying 
charlatan and his eloquence are power- 
ful to mislead. 
A candidate for the 


presidency, who particularly solicited 
the support of the 
common people, 


brazenly declared himself in favor of 
cheap dollars "for the benefit of the 
poor." An example of the law of Ilnan- 
cial gravity which always puts 
the 


most inferior money into the pockets 
of the poorest people exists at 
the 


present moment in Havana- An En- 
glish traveler who left that city late 
in June and was interviewed in Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, was asked if there was 
general 
starvation in 
the 
Cuban 


metropolis, and replied: 


The poorer classes are suffering from 


want of food, but that Is not because 
food is scarce. It is due to silver being1 
much cheaper. They receive now the 
same number of dollars in pay that 
they received before the war, but the 
Jast two months silver has depreciated 
50 per cent. 
The consequence is '$2 


buys only what $1 did before. As for 
the rest of the community, there is no 
starvation, and not even inconvenience, 
except in particular 
items, such as 


fresh milk, eggs, and fresh butter. All 
respectable classes, from shop assist- 
ants upward, are paid In gold, and to 
them the depreciation in silver makes 
no difference, and tlJe prices they pay 
for all articles of foofl are those which 
they have always been accustomed to 
pay. 


The Englishman's statement is given 


In his own language, which quaintly 
indicates the connection existing in his 
mind between prosperity and respect- 
ability. In this country respectability 
is recognized as dependent upon what 
a man is, not upon what hr has got. 
But the Englishman's testimony is of 
value by reason of iJie strong light in 
which it exhibits the economic princi- 
ple that the curse of depreciated cur- 
rency falls most crushingly upon the 
poor.

A REPUBLIC IS A RAFT. 


Though Onr Feet Get Wot, We Are Not 


Likely to Strike on » Book. 


What the Revolution gained, was gov- 


ernment of the people, by the people and 
for the people, says Jamas K- Hogmer In 
tho July Atlantic. It is right to believa 
that in any Anglo-Saxon community 
Abraham Lincoln's "plain people" can be 
trusted to govern themselves, and that 
power to do so should belong to the masses, 
each man having his vote. Undoubtedly 
such a democracy is often unlovely in its 
manifestations. Emerson quoted approv- 
ingly Fisher Ames as saying that "a mon- 
archy is a merchantman which sails well, 
but will sometimes strike on a rock and 
go to the bottom, while a republic is a raft 
which would never sink, bnt then your 
feet are always in the water." • The dis- 
comforts of the rsfb are indeed great, and 
the feet of those who-are embarked upon 
It have never been wetter probably than at 
the present hour. Many who until now 
have floated upon the raft confidently be- 
gin to feal that it must be forsaken. 


We are, however, on the raft for good 


and all. Wo must make the best of it. 
Whatever defections may occur it ia un- 
manly for'Americans to be faint hearted. 
Whea all is said that can be said, democ- 
racy exhibits no disadvantages which can- 
not at once be paralleled or surpassed in 
the experience of aristocracies and mon- 
archies. In an Anglo-Saxon community, 
Inheriting ae it does the traditions of 2,000 
years of self government, tho people can 
and ought to tune care of themselves, and 
it is culpable faint heartedneas to believe 
that the elements other than Anglo-Saxon 
Which have flowed in upon us have BO far 
concealed or emasculated Anglo-Saxon 
virility that we need to be taken in hand 
by a master.

In the July Century Jeremiah Cnrtln, 


tho translator of "Quo Vadia," baa a pa- 
per entitled "My Acquaintance With Slen- 
kiowloz." Hr. Ourtln iKtya: 


Sietikiewioz expressed himself at some 


length on English literature and art. I 
give hit own wordi: 


"Of English- novelists I like Dtokene 


beet. His 'David Oopperneld' seems to 
me nearer genuine human nature than 
any other English production of the cen- 
tury. Dlokens derived immense pleasure 
from tho people whom he described. He 
had a true and vivid appreciation of un- 
usual characters. 


"In literature Shakespeare stands apart. 


His knowledge of man seema to mo almost 
superhuman. I am amazed at his insight 
and truthful vision, especially when I 
compare him with other writers. 


"Scott had a power of narration that 


was really phenomenal, but there is much 
in his novels that is not true. Not infre- 
quently he ornamented in his own way— 
beautiful, as he thought. His account of 
the chivalry and knighthood of the mid- 
dle ages does not correspond at all with 
reality. Still, he was a wonderful writer. 


"Thackeray was a great novelist, but to 


me he has always saeiaed enthralled more 
or less by society, mastered by it in a de- 
gree, hence injured as an artist. 


"Tennyson used beautiful language, 


but he was artificial 
He was the poet, 


not of humanity, but of a class, and de- 
votion to a class always enfeebles an au- 
thor. 


"Of recent Englishmen Kipling stands 


alone as a writer of short stories. Du 
Maurier was very much of an artist by 
nature. 
In 'Trilby1 his description of 


Parisian artist life is fine; but the book, 
though entertaining, is too fantastic. The 
end especially is unreal beyond measure, 
as is, of course, the hypnotism, Bider 
Haggard I know to the extent of one nov- 
el, 'She,' which I read in eastern Africa. 


"Though very extensive, English liter- 


ature is weak in ono kind of mental crea- 
tion, in which it is not likely to be 
strengthened—the fable. In this field the 
Eussians have surpassed all Europe. Their 
Kryloff is tho greatest fabulist of modern 
•times." 


GLADSTONE. 


Th« Xduting Impression He Made Upon 


an American Young: Man. 


The elements of genuine greatness were 


BO pronounced in the long, well rounded 
career of William K. Gladstone as to re- 
quire no additional affirmation when the 
flnal summons came. Such was the beauty 
of the moral nature of the man that hia 
death brings with it an actual sense of per- 
sonal loss to millions dwelling under the 
standard of Christian civilization. 
The 


occasion recalls one of the inspirational 
moments of my own life. 
Only a few 


brief minutes it was, one beautiful Sep- 
tember morning in 1894, when he stood 
under an old oak in the grounds of his 
loved Hawarden and told me of hia admi- 
ration for American young men. 


"They have thd elements of industry, 


and with these that nervous energy and 
power of concentration which always 
achieves results." 


A brief sentence, and yet how pregnant! 


Those words have burned Into my mem- 
ory. This was tho text of our brief talk, 
and yet more than any word said I recall 
how the man impressed me. I studied 
every detail of his dress, always careless 
all his lifetime. It was a striking point 
wherein Gladstone resembled our own 
Horace Greely. I remember well the fray- 
ed sleeves of the dressing gown he wore, 
the plaited shirt front and large buttons, 
the open collar and neat tie. As we stood 
there on the lawn every feature and move- 
ment of the great man was like an inspira- 
tion. My mind flashed back to the little 
country home in America, and a sense of 
the greatness of the occasion, go far as the 
chief actor In it was concerned, almost 
stunned me. I was talking familiarly 
with a man who in the common sense, 
which is after all the great sense, had 
been the ideal of every English and Amer- 
ican boy for three 
generations.—Joe

this artless singing a certain indescribable 
spirit—a tender and touching sbulfnlness

terial criticism. In this manner a consid- 
erable number of hymns are sung at short 
Intervals as the congregation is assem- 
bling, and then after a fervent prayer, 
during which every one reverently kneels, 
each of the ministers in turn delivers a 
short discourse or exhortation, based npon 
a text selected at random from the Bible. 
There is no discussion of theological sub- 
tleties nor of church doctrines."

dish depends. A French griller is an- 
other well finished utensil, by means of 
which the most .delicate fish can ba 
prepared on the grill without any risk: 
of breaking or otherwise marring itg 
appearance. This has long proved st 
decided difficulty, and the new grille? 
should find its way wherever fish is ap- 
preciated. 


Another necessary apparatus is in- 


tended to form a light and convenient 
receptacle for the day's vegetable ref- 
use. Pails and utensils made of solid 
substance, however clean they may ba 
kept, become so objectionably coated! 
with most unwholesome matter when 
used for this purpose that a corrugated 
wire basket in the shape of an ordinary 
pail has been devised for the reception 
of peelings, etc. The simple and inex- 
pensive contrivance can be placed on 
the ground or just inside a pail, into 
which the moisture might drip, but aa 
the decomposing matter would thus ba 
prevented from coming into contact 
with the solid metal all unpleasant 
odors resulting from the coating above 
referred to are entirely obviated.

Expensive Election System, 


The legislature passed at its session 


this year a complete codification of the 
state election laws. While the changes 
in the laws are probably not 
very 


sweeping there is one fact in relation 
to the matter which will interest local 
taxpayers. If the Boston caucus act 
n use by the Republican party is not 
voted out of use by fall, the city must 
go to large expense for the reprinting 
of all the blanks, nomination papers, 
etc., used in carrying out the provi- 
sions of the caucus act, as the old ones 
are not properly printed 
to 
comply 


with the new act. Another interesting 
question in relation to the election 
machinery this fall is as to whether 
many of the election papers, certific- 
ates, etc., will not require 
revenue 


stamps. The certificates of appoint- 
ment for the over 150 precinct officers 
will probably need a ten-cent revenue 
stamp on each,'but it is an open ques- 
tion as to some of the other documen- 
tary accompaniments of politics under 
the Australian system.

STATE TO PAY PP.! OUR SOLDIERS 


State Treasurer Shaw Tells- How the 


Law Works. 


There is much Interest* in the exact 


operation of the state law which gives 
to the soldiers and sailors of Massa- 
chusetts $7 a month in addition to 
what the United States pays them. In 
a recent talk with a caller at the state 
house the treasurer of the Common- 
wealth, E. P. Shaw, said that the $7 a 
month bounty began at the time the 
soldiers, sailors 
or marines with a 


residence in Massachusetts were mus- 
tered into the service of the United 
States and that it wJll continue so long 
as they serve in the army or navy 
during the war with Spain, and will 
continue for six months 
after the 


death of any soldier, the money, after 
death, being paid to the legal heirs of 
the soldier, sailor or marine, whether 
he served in the regular or volunteer 
forces. 


In the matter of designating- a per- 


son other than a soldier himself to re- 
ceive the bounty there will necessarUy 
have to be a good deal of formality, 
and the forms are being complied with 
as rapidly as possible. The state offi- 
cers are nowpreparing rollstobe-sent 
the different regiments, for the pur- 
pose of having the soldiers designate 
who shall receive their bounty, pro- 
vided they want it paid to anybody. 


If the soldier chooses, he may have 


the money sent to him in care of his 
regiment once a month, or he may di- 
rect it to be held by the state treas- 
urer, awaiting 
his return from the 


front, and can draw it all 'in a lump 
when he comes back from the war;-or 
he can designate a person to whom he 
wishes the $7 a month paid, and by as- 
signing his claim against the state to 
the treasurer of the state, the treas- 
urer will each month mail a check for 
the amount to the person so desig- 
nated.
